Applicant has simply made the 
numbering more frequent (e.g., 20, 40, 60, 80, 100, 120, etc.), i.e., every twenty amino acids 
(as well as alternating asterisks every twenty amino acids), to make it easier to read the 
sequence and determine amino acid position. The new numbering would thus be considered 
inherent by the skilled worker and supported by the original disclosure.
